Low Price On Town Lots

With the seasonal reduction of 
the gpvernment subsidy on 
standard milk from 55 cents per 
cwt. to 35 cents per cwl., farmers 
are finding themselves caught 
between rising costs and the 
ceiling prices. 

E. C. Rouse of the Toronto 
Milk Producers' Association re- 
ports that negotiations with the 
government over Ihe subsidy re- 
duction are still pending. The 
reduction of the subsidy was 
made at the beginning of the 
month. 

A poll of farmers throughout 
the county indicated general 
criticism of the subsidy reduction 
with many farmers making refer- 
ence to the recent 12*-4 percent 
increase allowed on farm imple- 
ments and reports of further in- 
creases sought by labor in that 
industry. 

Reports wore received of 
dairymen reducing their herds. 
It was pointed out that there is a 
regular sale of dairy cattle to 
U.S.A. and English buyers but 
indications are that since the re- 
duction of the subsidy, sales 
have increased. The effect of 
this reduction in herds will not 
be felt immediately but will be 
felt later in the fall. 

Frank Marritt, Keswick, presi- 
dent of York county crop im- 
provement association, said that 
the milk producers had been 
negotiating for a rise in milk 
prices just before the war. 
"When the war came, a ceiling 
was put on milk prices and the 
government paid a subsidy," he 
said. 

"What the farmer objects tcj 
now is that at a time when 
prices are increasing for every J 
one else, the farmer is held to ; 
ceiling and his subsidy on mill 
is reduced. The farmer has in 
creasing production costs to mec 
but . is unable to increase hi

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RECREATION COSTS MONEY 

Starting May 15, representatives of the New- 
market Community Recreation council begin a 
house-to-house canvass of Newmarket, Their 
purpose is two-fold. The canvassers carry with 
them a questionnaire which, when filled out, will 
provide sufficient information for the recreation 
council to lay out a program in a way which will 
meet recreation needs. 

The other purpose of the canvass is to enlist 
financial support. At the present time, the recre- 
ation council has in the bank $500 from the town 
council, $500 from the Canadian Hoffman 
Machinery Co., $50 from a donor who prefers to 
remain anonymous, and $600 representing the 
provincial grant paid on community recreation 
activities last year. 

Last week, the recreation council hired E. R. 
"Dick" Mather, a returned man, familiar with 

Newmarket and experienced in recreation activi- 
ties, as the recreation co-ordinator for the period 
of May 20 to Sept. 20. Mr. Mather's salary is 
$150 a month. While Mr. Mather is employed for' 
a four-month period only, it is expected that a 
year-round recreation co-ordinator will be em- 
ployed at a later date. A large part 'of the recre- 
ation council's budget will be taken up with 
salaries for the co-ordinator and assistants. 

Tentative plans for the summer months include 
provision of regular trips to Lake Simcoe for 
school-age children for swimming lessons. The 
cost of transportation for this project is a major 
amount. In addition plans are being considered 
for the provision of play spaces for children in 
the north and east part of Newmarket, out of 
ordinary reach of Lions Park. Trie play spaces 
will be equipped with sand boxes, play equip- 
ment, and placed under part time supervision. 

Other considerations of the recreation council 
include a program of recreation for, adults and 
teen-agers. Plans for the adults are being post- 
poned until the results of the poll of Newmarket 
families on - recreation needs have been made 
available. A committee for teen-agers has been 
formed under the chairmanship of Mr. J. B- 
Bastcdo and it is hoped to make financial aid for 
teen-age projects available through this commit- 
tee. 

In addition to these projects, the recreation 
council is committed to aid existing organizations 
to the best of its ability, financially as well as in 
organization and promotion. 

- The extent to which the recreation council is 
able to carry out these plans will depend upon 
the. generosity of the individual familifis of New- 
market. It is a community enterprise. If all the 
community shares in the financing of it, Newmar- 
ket can have a recreation program that will meet 
existing needs as well as making Newmarket a 
happier place in which to live, 
council can only be as effective 
want it to be.

A stranger to 
the number of 
legislators in proportion to the population, v/ould 
answer yes. And he would no doubt express 
surprise at the overlapping and duplication of 
jurisdiction and legislation, considering it all 
wasteful and confusing. 

For example, if this stranger settled down in 
Newmarket, he would find himself paying muni- 
cipal, county, provincial and federal taxes. He 
would receive specific services from each of the 
four governing agencies but in some cases, there 
would be duplication. He would be protected by 
four police forces, for example, and the roads he 
used v/ould be built and maintained through de- 
partments under each of the four governments. 
Education would be provided by a combination of 
three of the governing agencies, while another 



combination of three governments would look 
after his health. 

In time this stranger would join other Cana- 
dians in crying for an end of this duplication, 
this overgovernment. He could cite the examples 
of other nations with populations three times 
greater than Canada's and governing bodies many 
times smaller as proof that Canada could also do 
away with much of its government • 

While the proportion of legislators to the pop- 
ulation is undoubtedly high, it is a condition that 
cannot be avoided. The very extent of Canada 
precludes anything but on-the-spot government. 
There can be no central government in a country 
that has something of everything spread over a 
vast surface. Imagine, if you can, an official in 
Ottawa administering the affairs of a shore coun- 
ty in Nova Scotia. For that matter, imagine an 
official in Queen's Park administering the affairs 
of York county. It just couldn't be done. Al- 
though overgoverned, our civic affairs are admin- 
istered by men who are familiar with our prob- 
lems. Any other system could only result in 
confusion and bungling. 

Geography alone is sufficient argument against 
centralizing government, but there is another, 
more important reason, that it should never be 
done. • Government by representation can only 
succeed when the representative of the voters Is 
close to the people. Our federal representative 
is in Ottawa, our provincial representative in 
Toronto, but our county representatives and our 
municipal representatives live next door. If we 
don't like what they are doing, we have no 
trouble locating them and telling them about it. 

A centralized form of government would mean 
the eventual abolition of this access to our repre- 
sentatives, which is the essence of democracy. It 
would, in time, result in nothing more nor less 
than dictatorship. 



MAC BREAKS A LEG 

Mac, our cocker spaniel pup, tried to kick over 
a car last week without success. We heard him 
crying at the door and when we opened it, he 
limped in on three legs, holding the broken one 
above ground. We carried him down to the vet 
who with the minimum of fuss, assured us that a 
cast could be put on the leg and as soon as the 
fractured member had knitted, it would be as 
good as new. 

The next day, we went to the vet's expecting 
to find an invalid who would be content to lie 
around the house until the cast was removed. 
Instead, we collected a pup as lively as before 
the accident and only slightly embarrassed by the 
cast. As a matter of fact, the cast is proving 
more an asset for Mac than a handicap. He has 
become the talk of the dog-world and his four- 
legged friends from, blocks around wait for him 
to come out and show it off. 

The biggest problem of Mac's convalescence 
has been the slippery floors. Never too steady 
on waxed linoleum despite his big feet, Mac is 
finding that cast is Worse than useless indoors. 
His progress in the house when he is in a hurry 
is a succession of tumbles at which time the cast 
rattles like a broken soup plate. He is learning 
now to move slowly and put down the broken 
leg with care. At a slow pace, he resembles a 
man crippled with the gout. 

Mac used, to lie down with both rear legs 
stretched full length behind him.

GOSPEL ECHOES 



The dominion-provincial con- 
ference here has pretty well held 
the centre of interest this week 
and whenever time permitted, 
we sat in at these conferences in 
the senate chamber. Premiers of 
the nine provinces are here, 
armed with reams of papers con- 
taining masses of figures and 
information, and supported by 
colleagues and secretaries. It 
was a dramatic scene as the 
provincial premiers sat around 
the conference table with repre- 
sentatives of the federal govern- 
ment. Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King sat at the head of the table 
as chairman of the conference. 
As prime minister, he made some 
pronouncements on behalf of the 
dominion government, but in the 
main he contented himself with 
carrying out the role of chairman 
and left to members of his gov- 
ernment the responsibility of 
debating the issues. On either 
side of Prime Minister King sat 
Finance Minister Ilsley, Justice 
Minister St. Laurent, Reconstruc- 
tion Minister Howe and Health 
Minister Claxton. As the con- 
ference dealt largely with finan- 
ces and taxation, Mr. Ilsley bore 

the brunt of the burden of de- 
bate, although Health Minister 
Claxton had considerable to do 
because of the relation of social 
security legislation to future tax- 
ation. 

Next to Mr. Howe sat Premier 
Drew, tall, imposing, forceful in 
oratory, and somewhat belliger- 
ent in his attitude. Beside him 
sat Nova Scotia's Angus L. Mac- 
donald, mild, deliberative and 
determined. Premier Stuart 
Garson of Manitoba probably 
won more recognition for his 
ability at the conference than 
any other provincial premier. 
Small of stature, Garson is recog- 
nized as a very able fellow, and f 
it is hinted he may soon enter 
the federal arena. If he does, he 
v/ould be following the steps of 
his predecessor, John Bracken, 
who resigned the Manitoba 
premiership to become leader of 



popular in his province, might be 
building up an issue for a pro- 
vincial election in which he 
might improve his slender maj- 
ority. Right now his administra- 
tion has a majority of eight mem- 
bers. 

The great, difficulty of the 
conference, as I heard it, was 
that the provincial premiers 
came to Ottawa to get all they 
could get for their provinces, at 
a lime when their peoples also 
are demanding a decrease in tax- 
ation. I was disappointed the 
conference talked almost entire- 
ly on division of taxation fields 
and didn't tackle at all the big 
problem of overlapping of ser- 
vices and the possibility of re- 
ducing the cost of government. 

Another fact I would like to 
emphasize in this controversial 
discussion is that the national 
government has nothing in the 
way Of money to give, nor has 
any provincial government. 
Both have only the money they 
levy on the people as taxes. 
Whether it is paid through the 
federal or provincial treasury, it 
is the taxpayer who docs the 
paying. To read some news- 
papers and listen to some speak- 
ers, one might almost be led to 
believe otherwise. Down 
through the years we have too 
much had the idea that if we 
were able to get some other 
government to pay we were 
accomplishing something. The 
failure of the dominion-provin- 
cial conference to come to an 
agreement may mean a postpone- 
ment of some very necessary and 
desirable social legislation, and 
the lessening of tax reductions at 
this time for the people of Can- 
ada.

HAROLD CLARK 
AURORA CLERK 



Harold N. Clark, of the staff 
of the Imperial Bank, Aurora, 
has been appointed town clerk 
and treasurer to replace the late 
A. C. AL Willis, who died early 
in April. He will assume his. 
position on June 1. 

A native of Headford, Ont., he 
was educated at Richmond Hill 
high school and has been associ- 
ated with .the bank for 18 years, 
at Richmond Hill and in the 
Niagara' Peninsula before coming 
to Aurora 'in the spring of 1944, 
to assume the post of teller- 
accountant here. He 5s in his 
30*s, married with a five-year- 
old daughter, Jane, and resides 
with his 'family on Catherine 
Ave. He is a member of Aurora 
United church and Beamsville 
Masonic Lodge. 

Mr. Clark has been engaged at 
an initial salary of $30 per week 
which lasts until the end of the 
year.

Streets will be €6 feet wide.. 

The question of sewer exten- 
sion and water moin extension 
presents a big problem to be 
dealt with and town engineer 
Redfcrn and surveyor W. H. Gib- 
son are being called into immed- 
iate consultation. 

Applications for water connec- 
tions by Horace Kendall and 
Miss May Bolton on Wellington 
St. east were approved on a 
divided vote of council.
